mitie in Religion , confeſſion of faith, forme of Church Government , 
Dire@ory for very and Catechizing, viz. according to the word 
of God, that poſſibly we can, ſo that if our Brethren of Scet- 
land have taken the ſame Covenant with us, they are bound as 
well to hearken to what this Kingdome ſhall propound unto 
them, as this Kingdome is to conlider what is tendred from 
chem tous ; and if they have not taken the ſame Covenant 
with us, yet wee are bound by our Covenant (in caſe this 
Kingdome finde our a more perfe& way of Church-Govern- 
ment, according to the word of God , then that Kingdome of 
Scotland hath done )wee are bound (we ſay) more to perſwade, 
and reaſon them over , to conformitie with us, then in ſuch a 
caſe, to conforme to them.

That Declaration, that gave you this aſſurance , aſſured you 
likewiie, whence it was, the thing was not done, but {::ppoſe, 
that ( providence quite alcering the ſtate of affaires ) the Par- 
liament judge Propoſitions for Peace'are not now ſo ſutable, to 
ſcaſonable, as then they were, when they promiſed the ſame; 
muſt not they judge ,. what is moſt meet to be dure in ſuch a 
caſe? Propoſitions for Peace; are to be tendred to enernies, not 
to friends; doth his Majeſty continue the Parlfamentsencmy *? 
if ſo, his comming to our Quarters, is evidently then, a deiigne 
of miſchiete, and'not of peace ; and the truth Is, an enemy will 
doc more miſchicfe in his adverlaries quarters,ihen in his own ; 
but, if he be our enemy, and yetin cur hands ,. ſuch Propoſiti- 
ons,. as before were tendred , may not conſiſt with wiſdome, 
and policie, to tender now , the caſe is altered,. the Market is 
fallen, men will ncc give for the commoditie thereof, as they 
would before ; now you ſee his Majefty is inour own quarters, 


and: Goa doth mercifully and miraculouſly goe along with our Armies: 
wall the parts of the Kingdome. Fitthly ,, 
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Fifthly, You minde the Parliament of owr brethren of Scor- 
land, how they were firſt invited. to engage with this Kingdime in 
Gods cauſe , when yet they were at peace at home, in what Covenant 
thu Nation is mutually linked with them, at what time, in relation 
both to the weak condition of our Forces then, and the ſeaſon of the 
yeare, they advenuured npon ar: Enemy warmly lodged, and well ar- 
med, and prepared ;, what they hve ſince ſuffered for this Cauſe in 
their own Kingdome , bow ſuccesfall ever ſince God hath made our 
Forces in ſuppreſſing the Common Enemies of both Nations, nd what 
preſent hopes wee have of a vell-ſetled Peace , while wee continue in 
this mutyall Amitie ; And then cannot but lament the many jea- 
louſies which the Enemies of our Peace,Union, and good Government, 
doe now firive to beget between both Nations, and tremble at the ſad 
effefts thereof, if not timely prevented by the wiſdome of the Parlia- 
ments of both Kingdomesr. 

It is moſt true, their love, and kindnefle, is never to be for- 
gotten; for although ic is true, | 

Firſt, that both they , and wee, are embarqu'd in one and 
the ſelfe-ſame veſſel], and wee finke and ſwim, ſtand and fall 
rogether, and Englands miſery, will be Scotland woe, fo that” 
whatever they have done for us, it is virtually for themſelves : 
and although, * 

Secondly, theſe miſerable warres, and bloudy blowes, which 
fell upon us, were firſt attempted for our Scorch brethren , bur 
Englands Parliament ( then in becing ) would nor conſent 
to ſuch unnatural! warres, and by that means; kept off the 
blows from our Scotch Brethren , as all can witnefle ; and al- 
though, 

Thirdly , this Kingdome hath been likewiſe ready to helpe 
the Scots, in a former caſe, of their like neceſlitie, againſt their 
enemies ; as is moſt apparent by authentick Hiſtories , and a 
forme of thankſpiving, formerly appointed by the Church of 
Scotland, for the good ſuccefle of their Engliſh ayde, ( a Copie 
whereof is added at the end of this Book ) that wee may ever 
obſerve the due care both R— ſhould have for the 
_ peace and profperitie of both Kingdomes ; and al- 
though, 

Laſtly,we muſt not look ſo much on our Brethrens ſucceſſes, 

as 
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as their good intentions, meaſuring their love by their endea- 
yuurs, and not events ; yet let that mouth be for ever {hutup, 
and that hand wither, which ſball maliciouſly ſpeak, or write 
the leaſt word, to toment jealouuſics between both Kingdomes; 
and confident I am, that this heavie curſe will fall upon none, 
but that party who joyne ifſue with the old defigne, of promo- 
ting their perſonall Intereſts and bafe ends, of Honour and 
grearnefſe in the publick miſery. 

Sixthly, you ſay you cannot but with reverence look upon this 
Honourable Houſe as truſted with a great ſhare of the ſupreme pow- 
er of this Kingdome , and a it u the repreſentative of the whole N4- 
ticn , out of which and by whom, the Members thereof are choſen,doe 
fixe your hearts the more upon the ſame,and doe by the mercy of God, 
fo long as this Kingdome doth adbere to our Covenant , promiſe your 
ſelves now and in all future ages , great bleſſmngs and aſſurances from 
the endeavours and labors of this Honourable Houſe; and in regard 
of this dignity of Truſt, yout have and doe ſubmit to all Priviledges of 
Parliament ; yet becauſe it may now become a Tenure for life, if this 
priviledge ſhould be ſo made uſe of by ſuch Members of Parliament as 
owe great fiummes of Money,  and.proteft divers under them as Ser- 
vants, Attendants , Officers, yea, and their Servants , if all theſe 
ſoould be exempted from courſe of Law , how many Citizens of Lon- 
don, and other Subjeds of this Kingdome may be undone ? you doe 
therefore with all Duty and Thank June its thu Hinourable Houſe 
in minde, that in a | HD it. ty the Kingdome, 15. December, 
16.42. you find this expreſſion ; viz. That for the matter of, Pro- 
teftions, the Parliament is ſo ſenſibe of it that therein they intend to 
give whatſoever eaſe may ſtand with Honour and Tuſiice, and are in 
a way. of paſſing 2 Bil to give ſatisfaltion concerning the ſame, 

Is ic the great ſbare thiy Honourable Hopſe hath of the ſupreme 
power of this Kingdome , which makes you loke with reverence 
upon it, or an opinion, that it hath Þur a ſpare of the ſupreme 
pexer of this Kingdome that you have no more reverence unto it? 
will you not allow ſo much unto the reprelemative Kingdome, 
in reterence to the whole Kingdome , as the repreſentative Ci- 
ty wil, aſſume unto themſelves in_ reference to Lindon ? Ts 
not the Pactiament of Eng!and che repreſentative Kingdome?

Was the like infinuation, and divi- 
ding principle ever ſuggeſted unto the common people ; except 
it was from his Majelties Declarations? there.is little doubr,that 
(however the City is blinded herein )the riſe of this buſineſle 
came from Court, let the Author of a little book lately pub- 
J iſhed, entituled, A full anſwer to the Plex for the Commonalty of 
London,( except he himſel is become enervatws in his judgement 
and reaſon) ſtand up like a man of right {Principles , and true 
thereunto , andiplead the juſt power of the Parliament of Eng- 
Lind , as he hath well done of the Commons of London ,, and 
therby he wil ſhew himſetf the Parliaments friend,as he hitherto 
hath done:But what do you mean,when you ſay th: Parliaments 
priviledges may now become a tenzre for life ? Surely had this 
paſſage been found from one of the old Declarations fi6 Oxf r4 
againſt the Parliament,it could not be judged any thing elſe, but 
a malignant ſcorn,8a notorions Jeer, being of the lame affinity 
wichthe like paſſages found therein: viz. @ perpetuall Parliament, 
and an everlaſting Parliament. It any Members of that Houſe doe 
owe great ſummes of Monies, and prote(t divers under them as Ser- 
vants , whereby they plead exemption from the conſe of Law ; and 
ſo Extizens or others are undone , or endammaged thereby ; let the 
parties agrieved frame their Peritions and complaine of the 
men , and ler not London remonſtrate this to the Parliaments 
prejudice: it is very true, the intention of the Parliament is the 
good of all, the hart of none ; every mans benefit, no mans 
undoing; yet. remember your Covenant, the preſervation of 
the Parliaments Priviledges is a maine Article thereof , if any 
prnegy proves prejudiciall ro the SubjeQts benefic ; you your 
elves ſay, they did anticipate your defires, by that Remonſtrance 
of the 15. of Deconde) 1642. Teg were then na way of paſſung a 
Bil, to give ſatisfafion congerning tbe ſame , and tfave any Bills 
been pal} fince” that time, and that negſeRed? ' and is the caſe 
now, with the faithfull'Menibers of this preſent Parliament, as 
it was then ? Is it not notoriouſly known , that their faithtull

your patience a little longer ; but muſt every particular have 
a charge in the bowels of it? What ſummes of iwonies are by 
the Parliament diverted from the uſes appointed by their Ads and 
Ordinances ? it none, whatis che ground of this particula- thus 
remonſtrared ? is it becau'e of ſome few gratuities lately con- 
fed uvon deſerving men, for their valiant, painfull,and faich- 
full ſervices for the publick ſafety ? are not ſuch ſums employed 
in' the uſes appointed intheir AF and Ordinances ? muſt the Par- 
ltement' of Enpland adviſe wich London, about the disburſe- 
ments of the publick ſtock?

Loxdon ſhould turne Delinquents advocate ;. we 
ſay no more to this, but remember your Covenant, 

Ninthly , you father proceed , and profeſfe your zeale for 
our bleeding. Brethren. of diſtreſſed Ireland , &c. Ir is a good, 
mocion, and for Gods fake doe nat hinder {o good a work, by 
weakning the Parliaments Party , by any more ſuch Remon-- 
ftrances, as theſe. | 

Tenthly, in the laſt place, you heap up your deſerts-and-your 
grievances together : tothe ficſt, we contefſe you did rug.well ; 

2r not your Crowne to be taken away by your diſcontinu- 
ance in your work begun ; but. yet conhider , have you done 
more, then the Law of God, of nature, of Nations engaged 
you? Hth all chisbeen for the Parliament , or for your ſelves?

ſ{poyles they fight for? Speake.your Conſciences;.. what had 
become of you by this very day, it che preſeat Parlizmeut had

er every day to ruige ypu, yea , and ( perhaps) by.theic perſo-. 


nall preferments to adyance themſelves ? Have not the Subje&s 
Libzctics been deare in their eyes? have they not layen under 
many temptations , many dilcouragements , to continue con- 
{tant under chem all? were all able to abidethe ſame ? why 
then did many deſert the Houſe ? How often have they prote- 
ſted by word of mouth in. your common Hills, and many De- 


clarations, in the publics view of Heaven and Earth, that.they 
would live with you and dye with you, ſtand, or fall with you, 


that they would, nevec leave you , till they. had made you free, 
and - have - they not , been faichfull in their promiſe herein? 
E. nor heir. preſervation ypur ſecurity. ?. their, glory your 
Crowne? their freedomes your Liberties ? : A$' for your grie+ 

vances, we conſider them as they lye. 
Fir, youcomplaine, that tbe Letter ſent you from the Parlia- 
ments 
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ment of Scotland, ſhould flill be detained though petitioned for , 4s 
if this Honourable Houſe were doubifull of your fidelity: We ſuppoſe 
the Honſeis not buund to be accountable to you, though you 
are obleiged to account to them in this particular; and whether 
they be donbtfu! of your fidelity or no , we cannot tell , onely we 
wiſh they may have no cauſe. Your next complaint is, that # 
the laſt Propoſitions to bis Majeſly at Uxbiidge the power of the 
Militia of this City was fully repreſented, that it ſhould now be re- 
aſſumed , and endeavoured to be altered, to the endangering of thr 
City, and parts adjacent ; as if you now deſerved l: ſſe truſt from this 
Honourable Homſe , then a twelvemoneth agoe : We think it not 
ſafe to tax the Parliaments wildome, in their ordering ard dil- 
poſing the power of the 1i/itia, of City, or Kingdome , as 
they ſhall ſee cauſe': andit cannot beafſerted , that their reaſſes- 
ming the Militia of London, into their owne hands, 4s matter of 
danger 10 the City of London, and parts adjacent ; without an 
unworthy aſperfion upon thac Honourable Houſe ; iuch, that 
will ay ſo, give jult cauſe to think, that they deſerve leſſe truſt 
from that Honourable Houſe t hen a twelvemoneth agve , when they 
were better aft-&ed then fo to afftirme. Thirdly,you complaine 
and remonſtrate, that ſome late Petitions of thus Citie, preſented 
80 this Honourable Houſe, ſhould lie yet unanſwered ; If the Parlia- 
ment were bound to anſwer all your Petitions, and that forth- 
witheven in your owne time, why did not you rather enjoyn 
then petition? and it all your Petitions ſhould be anſwered 
to your owne content , we weil perceive how the caſe would 
ſtand with this poore Kingdome; the Parliaments love both to 
City and Kingdome may cauſe them to deny the Petitions of 
the City ; aschecaſe may ſtand. Your fourth complaint, that 

uarterman 4 notorious Seftary, one whom the City not long 
ſince caſt owt for bis miſdemeanors, ſhould preſume, in the contempt of 
the priviledges and Government thereof , to enter the City , and to 
make Proclamation with Trumpet , without acquainting the Lore

What 2uatermain doe you meane ? there are many in the 
Kingdome, for all that weknow , but we preſume you intend 
Roger Qzuatermain, late Marſhal! to the Ciry.

fend ; and herein you will befriend our tarelleRs, and heIpe ns 
ro underſtand, what you mean by your ScQaries, againſt 
whom you. much ftickle in this Remonſtrance : That che 
Citie calt him our ( viz, from his Martballſhip ) for ſo wee 
preſume your meaning is, (though you {;.cake as difturbed, 
char the Reader nuſt ſtudy ro finde 0vt. your meaning ) will 
be denied by one of the chicfe promoters of this Remon- 
france, except he hath chang<d his juigement in the Go 
vernment of the Citie, ( as ſometimes i. talls out, men conth- 
nuz not their judgeinent, eſpecially in matters of govern- 
ment both civill and cccle{iafticall ) for it was neither the 
Citie repreſentative, or co!le@ive, but the Lord Major, 
and Court of Aldermen, chat pur him out cf che place, and 
farely , they are no more. the Citic in that a& ( except 
the Common Counſell gave them power hercin, as wee can- 
not underſtand they have ) then any other Cicie Juſtices, 
or Officers in the Cicie are fo. As for hs miſdemeanors , none 
were urged as the cauſes hereof, except this was his crime, 
that one Marſhall ſhould ſerve the Citie. And though ir is a 
ci xme circumftantiable to a great aggravation for one man 
to wrong a whole Citie ; yet it is more ſtrange(becauſt lefle 
uſiall ). chat a repreſenrative Citie ſhould wrong a poore 
man, by taking away his good name, and (o his livelihood in 
his preſent employment, As for his great tranſgreſſion herein 
ſpecified, wee dare preſume, the poore man is ignorant ofthe 
Citie priviledges, it this be one, thac the Parliament of Eng- 
land c:nnot make Proclamation, in the Citie of London, with 
Trumpet, or otherwiſe , withou« lieence given by the Lord 
Major of London, If the caſe be thus, well may you ſay, thar 
the Parliament of England is betruſted but with a fare of the 
fupreame power, Cuſtome is one thing , privilecge another ; 
thar it is a cuſtome to acquaint the Lord Major in ſuch caſes, 
is quickly granted : and if he did willingly, and wilfully, in 
com. mpt of the Major, or cuſtomes of the Citie , performe 
thar worke, he is blame=-worthy, and not to be pleaded for ; 
but when ſuch cuftomes , of ſingle Corporations , fhall en- 
wench upon the power of Parliaments, and change their 
names, 
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names, and call them Priviledges z it is high time, to change | 
thoſe cuftomes. M.ny cuſtomes, in former times, had-almoſt 
undone the Kingdome ; wee would not now meet with any 
that raze our foundarion, and ſtrike at the Parliament. 

And laſtly, You complain that after the preſent Lord Major
